In a full confession which he made to 
Chief of Detectives, Smith Tuesday 
morning, Chong said he had been egrant- 
ed immunity from raids for three vears 
by oye members of the garnbling 
equad. \He implicated several ex-detec-. 
tives und a man who fs still a member 
of the department. 

When taken to police headquarters 
Juesday morning, Chong at first stoutly 
denied that he had ever had any finan- 
cial transactions with detectives, and 
not until he was led to believe that the 
full details of his negotiations had heen 
told by other Chinamen did he confess 
Hie was so sorry for McMullen and 
Wells, whom he thought he had got into 
trouble, that he actually wept. 

“I feel so sorry for the poor detec- 
tives,”’ said he, brushing away a tear. 
“It was all my fault.” 

Tells of Protection, 

Chong told Chief Smith that about fif- 
“ty Chinamen had been getting police 
Protection in Hop Alley gambiing 

@ames ever since the World's Fair. He 
said his partner, Leo Yick Chew, had 
frequently paid detectives to keep them 
from raiding fantan and pi-kow games. 

After Detectives McMullen and Wells 
had been “interviewed"’ by Chief Smith 
and had “‘confesed’’ their part in the 
acceptance of the bribe, Chong made a 
full confession and even identified the 
money he had given the detectives. 

According to Chong’s confession, he 
and other Chinamen whose games have 
been raided repeatedly by McMullen and 
Wells since they were assigned to sup- 

press gambling in Hop Alley, had be- 
come weary of paying out big lawvers’ 
fees and had concluded to try to ‘‘do 
business” with the detectives. McMul- 
len and Wells entered into negotiations 
with him about April 14, he said. 

He offered at first to pay them $3 a 
week for every gambling table they al- 
lowed to be operated by certain China- 
men who were interested in an enter- 
. prise promoted by Chong. There were 

to be 12 tables and the detectives were 
to receive $386 a week. Later this ar- 
rangement. was..changed so that the 
detectives would receive a total of $120 
a month... The detectives demanded $150 
a month, Chong said, and he agreed to 
pay them that sum if they in turn would 
raid only such games as he would indi- 
cate. They were to arrest a few China- 
men and the defendants would plead 
@uilty to gambling ‘and pay a small 
fine.

At Omaha on June 5, 6 and 7, a convention 
will be held by the grain growers of Nebraska, 
Kansas, Oklahoma, Minnesota, North Dakota 
and South Dakota, to organize a grain growers’ 
district department of the American Society of, 
Equity. } 

When a branch of this society was recently 
organized in St. Louis the Post-Dispatch sug- 
gested that it might develop into a great trust. 
The prime object of the society is to control 
the products of the farm in this country for 
the benefit of the producers by combining to- 
gether and organizing in all parts of the country 
branches of the society. The producers hope by 
directing the marketing of the crops and thus | 
controlling the price, to cut out the speculators | 
and middlemen and to get the benefit of higher | 
prices and cheaper handling by the farmers. 

Fixing the’ prices of farm products is a nec- | 
essary condition of the expected benefits. It 
is stated outright by the promoters of the Omaha 
convention that they expect to enforce $1 wheat 
for the farmer. Should the society succeed ina 
controlling the farm products, the combination | 
or trust will be the greatest in the world. | 

The value of the total corn product in this 
country for 1906 was $1,166,626,479; of wheat, |

TONGUES OF WHITE LIGHT 
TERRORIZED HELLO GIRLS 


Lightning Plays Peculiar Freak in 
a Big New York Office 
Building.

NEW YORK, May 28.—In the thun- 
derstorm yesterday afternoon a bolt of 
lightning shivered the flagpole atop the 
15-story office building at the southwest 
corner of Broadway and Walker street.

AUSTRALIA SHIPS APPLES 


Scarcity of Fruit in America Causes 


an Innovation. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Burean of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, May 28.—A_ consign- 
ment -of 1000 barrels of apples has ar- 
rived on board the steamship Celtic from 
Liverpool. The apples were grown in 
Australia, picked there in March and 

shipped to London. 

The shipping of this consignment is in 
the way of an experiment. At this 
time there is a scarcity of home-grown 
apples. The Western crop has been 
used up. 

The apples are the best that Australia 
produces, hand picked and each apple is 
Wrapped in tissue paper to protect it 
during the veyage. From Australia to 
London the apples came as general 
cargo in the hold, but from Liverpool | 
to New York the barrels were placed | 
in the refrigerating compartments. 

Men were put to work early today 
taking the apples from the ‘hold of the | 
Celtic. It is expected they will bring 
upwards of $5.50 per barrel. 

If this shipment proves a success the 
scheme will be continued.
